REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


‘ Soe 





‘To ‘THE Conway ScHool Disrrictr: 

A few days subsequent to the annual school meeting in 
March 1888, the School Board met at the town-house and or- 
ganized as follows. 

S. A. Evans was chosen Chairman and Geo V. Eastman, 
Secretary and Treasurer. It was then agreed, that without re- 
lieving each and every member from equal responsibility and 
authority for the whole school system of the town, the district 
should be divided into three sections, each one of which should 
be under the special care and oversight of one member of the 
board. 

Mr. J. B. Nash was assigned that part of the town south and 
east of and including Conway Center. 

S, A. Evans was assigned numbers 13, 5, 6, 10. 

Mr. Eastman was to look after the remainder, comprising 
numbers 8, 14, 15, and @. 

{In accordance with the above plan, the business of the school 
district has been transacted during the past year. 

In consequence of,the fact that no appropriation for repairs 
was made at the last annual meeting; the board has confined 
its labors in this direction to such shigeht repairs as were abso- 
lutely necessary to render the school buildings fit for present 
use, such as setting glass, painting black-boards, replacing door 
hangings. 

_ The board would earnestly represent to the tax payers that a 
true economy in careing for the property of the town, demands, 
that an appropriation for repairs be made at once. 


Attention is especially called to the new and expensive build- 
ings in No. 4, 8, and 13, which are suffering for the want of 
paint; also houses in districts No. 1, 14, and 16, need repair 
very much. Every year that they are allowed to stand without 
renewing the paint, adds largely to the expense of doing so, to 
say nothing of the rapid deterioration of the buildings. 

As tothe matter of school books, the board has been ina 
state of uncertainty as to just what course they were authorized 
to pursue, books have been furnished to pupils, as for several 
years past, from public funds. 

It is hoped that the town will at once indicate the course it 
desires the board to pursue in this particular. 

The board thinks it will be for the advantage of the schools, 
to make a change in the series of readers, before the next term 
of school. We therefore request all persons having readers of 
the series now in use, to turn them in to the board immediate- 
ly, asthey will be taken in exchange and in part payment for 
new books. 

Finally we leg leave herewith to submit our annual report of 
schools and finances for the year ending in March 1889,

FALL TERM. 
The amount of school money remaining to be expended in this 
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district, ifdivided between two teachers, would sustain so short 
aterm of school that it seemed hardly profitable to attempt to 
have any school at all. In fact it would be impossible to induce 
teachers to accept a school of only three or four weeks: In this 
emergency it was decided to offer Mr. March the management 
of beth schools, with the understanding that he should get such 
assistance as he could from some of the older scholars. This 
ras not a very attractive offer, but Mr, M. finally decided to try 
the experiinent. Accordingly the school was opened with 80 
pupils. Mr, M. selected Miss Nannie Carleton as his assistant, 
placing her in the lower school room with about 25 of the small- 
st scholars.
